We  shall  also  remember  his  ability 
on  the  sports  field,  especially  at  cricket,  where  he  delighted  us  with  his  per- 
formances with  bat  and  ball  and  obviously  gained  a  great  deal  from  the  game  which 
made  him  insistent  upon  pupils  playing  games  to  their  obvious  bnefit. 

It  has  been  very  evident  that  he  enjoyed  his  work  as  a  Schoolmaster  and  set 
a  fine  example  by  his  increasing  efforts  on  behalf  of  the  School,  in  all  phases  of 
its  corporate  life.  Above  all  else  he  is  a  gentleman  in  the  true  meaning  of  that 
often  overworked  word  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  other  Bermudians  will  follow 
his  example  in  entering  the  teaching  profession  and  so  serve  their  homeland 
whilst  enjoying  a  satisfying  career  of  helping  others. 

We  wish  Mr.  &  Mrs.  Hallett  many  years  of  happy  retirement,  I  thank  them 
for  all  they  have  done  for  Saltus  in  the  past  and  assure  them  of  our  warm 
welcome  at  School  functions  in  the  future.

In  the  first  round  of  the  Tournament,  the  Senior  team  met  strong  opposition 
in  their  game  against  Warwick  Academy  and  in  spite  of  their  enthusiastic 
efforts,  were  defeated  11  pts  -  3  pts. 

The  under  15  team,  however,  met  with  more  success  in  their  initial  game  in 
which  they  were  teamed  against  Berkeley  Institute.  This  was  the  first  time  the 
boys  had  played  against  another  team  and  they  soon  discovered  that  the  actual 
competition  was  far  different  from  a  practice  session!  After  several  nervous 
moments  in  the  first  half,  they  settled  down  and  finally  defeated  the  opposition 
6pts  -  3pts.  The  second  hurdle  of  the  competition  came  in  the  form  of  the 
Technical  Institute  team  -  but  by  this  time  the  boys  had  gained  more  confid- 
ence in  their  abilities  and  won  their  game  convincingly  with  a  10  pts  -  nil 
score. 

The  thrill  of  their  first  victories  inspired  the  boys  to  practice  extremely 
hard  in  preparation  for  their  semi-final  game  against  Whitney  Institute  which 
was  to  be  played  the  following  Thursday.  In  the  first  half  of  this  game  both  teams 
threw  the  ball  around  in  an  entertaining  fashion  and  some  excellent  tackling 
by  the  Saltus  team  and  a  determined  run  by  Cuthbert  resulted  in  the  first  try 
of  the  game.  This  was  ably  converted  by  Barritt.  Whitney  scored  a  good  try 
towards  the  end  of  the  game  but  this  was  not  converted  and  the  final  score 
was  Saltus  5  pts  Whitney  3  pts. 

The  sound  of  Cheer  Leaders  added  to  the  excitement  of  the  final  game  against 
Kindley  High  School.  In  the  first  half,  the  wind  was  in  our  favour  and  Saltus 
tried  to  take  advantage  of  this.  Both  sides  tackled  well  and  the  Saltus  forwards 
formed  a  solid  scru  against  the  heavier  boys  of  Kindley  but  at  half  time 
neither  team  had  sc--  cid,  Kindley  took  advantage  of  the  wind  in  the  second 
half  and  much  of  the  play  was  in  the  Saltus  twenty- five.  They  looked  dangerous 
at  this  stage  but  some  excellent  tackling  by  the  School,  prevented  Kindley  cross- 
ing the  line  several  times.  A  scrum  down  for  Kindley,  near  the  Saltus  line, 
resulted  in  Kindley' s  winning  try  which  came  in  the  dying  moments  of  the  game. 
The  try  was  not  converted  and  after  a  well  contested  game  Saltus  was  defeated 
3  pts  -  nil.  The  team  must  be  commended  for  their  clean,  hard  tackling  and  their 
enthusiasm  throughout  the  Tournament, 

The  final  game  of  the  season  was  a  fifteen  -  a  -  side  fixture  between  Kindley 
and  the  pick  of  Bermuda  Schools,  in  which  Barry  DeCouto  represented  Saltus 
and  he  must  be  congratulated  for  his  fine  performance  at  outside  half.

SPORTS  DAY 

Sports  Day  this  year  saw  no  problems  with  the  weather,  and  the  programme 
(though  organised  by  amateurs)  went  off  reasonably  smoothly.  This  year  there 
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were  three  groups,  D,  E,  F,  in  the  senior  school.  Group  D  was  for  boys  under 
thirteen,  group  E  for  boys  thirteen  to  fifteen  and  group  F  for  boys  over  fifteen. 

The  competitors  had  to  contend  with  a  running  track  which  has  never  been 
good  and  is  now  very  bad  indeed.  In  an  attempt  to  find  a  level  area,  the  long 
jump  and  high  jump  pit  was  moved  to  a  position  near  the  pavillion,  but,  this  pre- 
sented problems,  for  spectators  were  inclined  to  stroll  about  all  over  the  run- 
up while  athletes  were  preparing  to  make  their  jumps. 

However,  although  top-class  results  were  almost  impossible,  there  was  some 
very  creditable  running  and  jumping.  In  group  D,  the  Masters  twins  dominated 
the  short  distances.  T.  Masters  runs  with  tremendous  power  and  is  undoubtedly 
a  runner  of  exceptional  talent.  Over  the  longer  distances  A.D.  Heyliger  shows 
great  promise,  while  in  the  field  C.  Godwin  has  a  very  neat  and  efficient  strad- 
dle style  for  the  high  jump. 

In  group  D,  D.  Judd  showed  pace  and  power  in  the  sprints,  winning  the  100 
yards  in  10.7  seconds,  and  the  220  yards  in  25.5  seconds,  both  good  times  con- 
sidering the  condition  of  the  track.  The  220  yards  particularly  is  almost  a 
mountain  climb  and  our  runners  found  they  could  take  seconds  off  their  220 
yards  times  when  they  ran  at  the  National  Stadium.  Spurling  was  close  to 
judd  in  both  these  races,  and  might  have  taken  the  220  yards  if  he  had  not 
fought  out  a  good  440  yards  battle  with  B.  DeCouto  not  long  before. 

DeCouto  provided  some  respectable  distances  in  shot  and  discus.  In  fact 
he  has  put  on  so  much  weight  since  last  year  that  a  transfer  of  interest  to  the 
field  events  was  inevitable.  However  he  proved  that  he  can  still  run,  with  a  very 
good  55.5  seconds  in  the  440  yards. 

M.  Barritt,  potentially  the  best  athlete  we  have  had  for  many  years,  won  the 
long  jump  with  a  leap  of  over  20  feet,  and  also  took  the  triple  jump  with  40 
feet  5  inches.  Barritt's  problem  is  producing  top  form  in  the  big  competition; 
he  is  still  liable  to  show  well  below  is  best  on  the  big  day.  This  year  DeCouto 
wisely  gave  the  high  jump  a  miss  and  left  it  to  Barritt  to  win  with  5  feet  5  inches. 

In  group  E  there  were  few  performances  worthy  of  special  note  but  G,  Tucker 
and  J.  Jackson  gave  the  spectators  two  exciting  races.  Jackson  won  the  220 
yards  and  Tucker  the  440  yards,  so  honours  were  even. 

At  the  end  of  the  afternoon  a  4  by  110  yards  relay  was  staged.  The  school 
put  in  two  teams,  and  additional  competition  was  provided  by  the  staff  and  the 
Old  Boys.  The  school  first  team  won,  not  unexpectedly,  but  the  Staff  team  took 
second  place  against  all  the  odds.  The  progress  of  the  race  is  worth  describ- 
ing. Running  the  first  leg  for  the  staff  Mr  Jackson  started  well,  but  faded 
rather  seriously  over  the  last  eighty  yards.  He  handed  over  a  thirty  yard 
deficit  to  Mr  Hunter  who  failed  to  regain  the  lead  the  Staff  had  held  for  the 
first  ten  yards  of  the  race.  Mr  Bestford  then  maintained  his  position  valiantly, 
handing  the  baton  to  Mr  Wood  who,  as  anchor  man,  had  the  responsibility  of 
catching  and  passing  all  the  other  teams.  Luckily  this  was  not  necessary  as, 
at  this  point,  most  of  the  opposing  teams'  runners  fell  over,  covering  the  track 
with  recumbent  bodies.  Mr  Wood,  the  true  level-headed.  Yorkshireman,  leapt 
nimbly  over  the  heap  of  struggling  athletes  and  stormed  home  fifty  yards 
behind  Judd.  To  the  losers,  searching  frenziedly  among  the  crab-grass  for 
their  batons,  I  say  'bad  luck',  but  it's  results  that  count. 

Mr  Hugh  Masters  presented  the  prizes.  He  pointed  out  the  defects  of  the 
lower  grounds,  and  suggested  that  maybe  something  could  be  done  to  give 
Saltus  a  field  more  suited  to  the  high  quality  of  the  athletes  who  have  to  run 
and  play  football  and  cricket  on  it.  Mr  Masters  also  noted  that  he  had  given  up 
a  day's  sailing  to  present  the  cups  and  medals  here.  The  finest  tribute  to 
our  athletes  is  his  statement  that  he  did  not  regret  this. 

Our  thanks  are  due  to  all  the  parents  who  provided  the  good  things  for  tea, 
and  particularly  to  Mrs  Hallett  and  the  ladies  who  with  charm  and 
efficiency,  saw  to  it  that  our  guests  were  well  cared  for. 
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INTER  SCHOOLS  1968 

After  some  uncertainties  the  Bermuda  Inter  Schools  athletics  meeting  was 
finally  staged  on  May  15th,  Standards  continue  to  rise,  and  this  year  the  excel- 
lent organisation  matched  the  quality  of  the  performances. 

Saltus  finished  3rd  in  the  overall  line-up  in  each  of  the  groups  for  which  we 
entered  a  team.  In  group  'D'  (14-16  years)  we  failed  to  get  second  place  by 
only  one  point,  beaten,  as  usual  by  schools  of  far  larger  numbers.  13  schools 
competed  in  all. 

The  Group  'D'  team  was  a  good  one  this  year.  Mark  Barritt  won  the  long  jump 
and  the  triple  jump,  but  with  performances  well  below  his  best  in  both  events. 
He  has  cleared  almost  22'  feet  in  the  former  event  this  year,  but  found  that  on 
the  day  20'  5"  was  good  enough  to  win.  He  was  lucky  to  scrape  home  in  the  triple 
jump,  only  an  inch  ahead  of  his  nearest  rival  with  39'  11  1/2",  though  he  has 
cleared  over  41'  this  season. 

Geoffrey  Marshall  won  the  pole  vault,  for  which  we  have  no  facilities  here  at 
all.  Marshall  did  his  practice  at  Dellwood  and  the  National  Stadium,  using  a 
fibre -glass  pole.  The  technique  with  this  springy  instrument  is  rather  different 
from  that  required  by  the  old  aluminium  pole,  and  Marshall  still  has  his  hands 
too  close  together  as  he  clears  the  bar,  and  he  bends  the  pole  too  little  on  take- 
off. This  year  the  event  was  a  battle  of  temperament  because  after  Marshall  and 
the  Churchill  competitor  both  failed  at  10'  3"  the  result  was  decided  by  a 
sudden  death  lowering  of  the  bar.  Marshall  eventually  (and  deservedly)  came  out 
the  winner. 

Wendell  Hollis  gained  a  just  reward  for  his  hard  training,  with  a  second  place 
in  the  Javelin.  He  had  to  throw  the  junior  implement,  for  some  reason,  instead 
of  the  youths',  but  he  managed  a  creditable  136'  6". 

On  the  track  we  had  a  rather  thin  time  in  this  group.  Derek  judd  broke  his 
ankle  running  downstairs  for  his  lunch,  leaving  Graham  Spurling  to  run  the 
sprints.  Spurling  performed  well,  but  even  a  personal  best  of  24.3  in  the  220 
yards  was  only  good  enough  for  5th  place.  In  the  100  yards  a  comparatively 
poor  time  of  10.9  sees  placed  him  4th.  Barrie  De  Couto  gave  up  training  after 
the  original  qualifying  rounds  in  April,  when  his  440  time  was  55  sees.,  and 
came  fourth  in  a  keenly  contested  final  in  55.6  sees.  The  relay  team  of  David, 
Ranee,  Spurling,  Barritt  &  De  Couto  was  the  best  Saltus  has  ever  had  and 
performed  valiantly.  But  the  big  schools  have  too  much  advantage  in  this  event 
and  we  finished  5th.  If  Judd  had  been  running  the  team  would  have  been  capable 
of  close  to  46  sees. 

In  group  'C,  our  only  winner  was  Ian  Campbell,  who  was  lucky  the  opposi- 
tion was  so  poor.  His  winning  discus  distance  was  only  just  over  103  feet. 
Campbell  also  came  fourth  in  the  880,  but  I  have  never  known  anyone  with  so 
many  good  reasons  for  not  training.  Nowadays  no  athlete  can  hope  to  perform 
really  well  without  a  lot  of  hard  work,  and  this  year's  team,  with  only  about 
two  exceptions,  trained  hard  and  sensibly.  Bill  Pantry,  particularly,  trained 
at  the  hurdles  with  great  dedication  and  developed  a  very  reasonable  technique 
in  a  remarkably  short  time.  When  his  basic  speed  increases  he  will  be  very  dif- 
ficult to  beat  over  the  sticks.  This  year  he  took  4th  place  in  a  very  tight  finish. 

Clark  Godwin,  still  with  two  more  years  in  this  group,  took  fourth  in  the 
group 'C  highjump,clearing5' 2''.Thisissome4inches  more  than  his  own  height. 
His  straddle  technique  is  one  of  the  best  I  have  ever  seen  and  he  has  a  grimly 
determined  competition  temperament.  On  the  track  for  Group  «C' Tommy  Mas- 
ters, also  with  two  more  years  in  this  group,  took  third  in  the  100  yards  with 
11.8  sees,  and  4th  in  the  220  yards.  In  this  qualifying  round,  he  ran  a  26.2 
sees  220  yards.  He  promises  to  be  another  Colin  Harvey  if  he  is  not  -  as  so 
many  of  our  outstanding  boys  are  -  whisked  away  to  Canada  or  England.  The 
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group  'C  relay  team  of  Gill  Tucker,  'J.J.'  Jackson,  Andy  Mann  and  Masters 
ran  very  well  to  finish  fourth,  but  that  was  probably  their  limit.  Perhaps  next 
year  will  be  the  year  of  our  first  group  cup  win  -  in  group  C.

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1968  CRICKET  SEASON 


This  year,  the  cricket  season  was  affected  by  the  curfew  following  the  April 
riots  and  the  start  delayed  by  the  B.S.S.F.  Track  Meet  which  took  place  on  May 
15th. 

Saltus  again  entered  the  B.S.S.F.  over  15  Cricket  Competition,  which  was  divid- 
ed into  two  divisions.  Saltus  was  drawn  in  the  western  division  together  with 
Berkeley  Institute  and  Sandys  Secondary  School.  In  the  first  game  of  the  season 
against  Berkeley,  Saltus  batted  first  and  scored  75  for  5  in  the  20  overs.  De 
Coutoscoring  a  competent  40.  Berkeley,  after  losing  early  wickets  and  being  well 
behind  the  run  rate  required,  found  the  right  batsmen  for  a  crisis  and  eventually 
ran  out  the  winners  scoring  82  for  8,  the  winning  runs  cmoing:-  the  last  over. 
Bowling  honours  for  Saltus  were  Barritt  4  for  25  and  Siggins  3  for  17. 

In  the  second  game  against  Sandys  Secondary  School,  Saltus  only  away  game, 
the  opposition  batted  first  and  scored  79  for  4  wickets,  their  batting  being 
confined  by  good  hostile  bowling  from  De  Couto  2  for  25  and  Campbell  1  for  19. 
The  highlight  of  the  Saltus  season  followed  as  Campbell  and  Hillier  opened 
and  knocked  off  the  necessary  runs  in  15  overs.  Campbell  was  38  not  out  and 
Hillier  29  not  out  when  stumps  were  drawn  with  the  scoreboard  showing  82  for 
0.  Both  batsmen  had  luck  on  their  side,  but  each  played  some  excellent  shots  and 
both  ran  well  between  the  wickets. 

In  the  third  game  against  the  Old  Boys,  the  Old  Boys  batted  first  and  scored 
106,  Campbell  taking  4  wickets  for  38,  Sims  3  for  25  and  Siggins  2  for  34, 
The  school  batting  collapsed  against  some  very  good  bowling  by  L.  Osborne 
but  the  tail-end  batsmen  managed  to  hang  on  for  a  draw  the  score  being  63-9 
when  proceedings  were  called  to  a  halt  at  6.45  p.m. 

On  the  following  day,  Saltus  played  Berkeley  Institute  again.  With  all  the 
teams:  -  the  western  division  winning  one  match  and  losing  one  match,  it  was 
decided  that  a  replay  was  necessary  to  decide  who  would  meet  the  winners  of 
the  eastern  division.  Saltus  were  drawn  against  Berkeley,  the  winners  meeting 
Sandys  in  the  western  division  final.  Berkeley  batted  first  scoring  112  for  5, 
the  Saltus  bowling  being  very  much  below  par  with  only  Campbell  doing  well 
taking  2  for  12.  The  early  Saltus  batsmen  failed,  being  more  disturbed  by  the 
decision  giving  Campbell  out  l.b.w.  than  by  the  Berkeley  bowling,  which  even- 
tually bowled  Saltus  out  for  93  in  the  last  over,  Hillier,  Brown  II  and  Sims 
scoring  14  each  and  Barritt  11. 

The  final  game  was  against  the  staff.  The  staff  XI,  comprised  of  seven 
members  of  staff,  one  guest,  and  three  boys,  took  the  field  first.  The  school 
rattled  up  139  runs  for  the  loss  of  two  wickets  in  15  overs,  Campbell  scoring  58 
not  out,  De  Couto  55  not  out.  The  staff  bowling  and  fielding  was  for  the  most 
part  defensive.  Much  time  was  spent  searching  for  balls  in  the  undergrowth. 
Dr.  Campbell  took  the  two  wickets  and  bowled  well,  whilst  Mr,  Jackson  and  Mr, 
Bestford  both  bowled  the  occasional  good  ball. 

The  staff  batsmen  had  15  overs  to  score  140  to  win  and  started  well  with  Mr. 
Jackson  showing  the  way.  However,  the  middle  order  batsmen  couldn't  cope 
with  Hillier' s  spin  bowling  -  he  took  3  wickets  for  10  runs  -  and  play  ended  with 
the  staff  total  standing  at  80-6.  Mr.  Jackson  contributed  a  valuable  30  odd  runs 
with  Mr.  Wood  scoring  24  not  out. 

The  school  fielding  improved  match  by  match  with  some  very  good  catches 
being  made.  De  Couto  set  a  good  example  behind  the  stumps  and  had  several 
stumping  victims,  of  the  bowlers,  Campbell,  Siggins  and  Barritt  were  the  most 
successful  whilst  the  batting  depended  largely  on  the  efforts  of  Campbell,  De 
Couto  and  Hillier.  De  Couto  proved  to  be  a  vociferous  captain  and  Hamilton  an 
efficient  scorer. 
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With  Campbell  and  Sigglns  both  studying  at  the  Vlth  form  centre  and  there- 
fore not  eligible  for  colours  only  four  of  the  team  were  awarded  their  colours 
for  their  efforts  during  the  season,  -  De  Couto,  Hillier,  Barritt  and  Sims,

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TECHNICAL  DRAWING 


Technical  Drawing  is  a  graphic  language  used  to  record  one's  ideas  so  that 
another  person  can  understand  them.  The  draughtsman  uses  this  so  that  the 
craftsman  can  manufacture  the  parts  which  are  shown  on  paper.  The  crafts- 
man must  be  able  to  understand  technical  drawings,  sometimes  referred  to 
as  'working  drawings',  so  that  the  object  can  be  constructed  without  further 
information.  With  this  graphic  language  it  is  necessary  to  have  a  background 
knowledge  of  geometrical  constructions  so  that  a  good  drawing  can  be  produced. 

The  equipment  used  to  make  these  'working  drawings'  are:-  drawing  boards, 
tee-squares,  set  squares,  a  scale  ruler,  a  soft  rubber,  a  grade  H  pencil  and  a 
grade  3  H  pencil. 

Lines  can  convey  the  shape  of  the  object  but  dimensions  are  necessary  to 
give  the  exact  size.  Lines  of  different  thicknesses  have  different  meanings,  hence 
it  is  necessary  to  use  pencils  of  various  grades.  The  outline  drawing  should  be 
bold  and  clear,  but  not  thick  and  for  this  purpose  a  grade  H  pencil  should  be  used. 
Construction  and  dimension  lines  should  be  light  in  comparison  with  the  outline 
and  a  grade  2  H  or  3  H  pencil  is  used. 

The  technical  drawings  of  the  common  dovetail  joint  are  typical  of  the  drawings 
required  by  the  craftsman  to  produce  this  joint  and  at  the  same  time  are  examples 
of  the  work  carried  out  in  this  subject  at  school,

A  SMALL  PIECE  OF  LOCAL  HISTORY 
My  Great  Grandfather  -  the  shipbuilder  of  the  "Cedrene" 

Many  years  ago  in  Bermuda,  men  started  building  ships  some  of  which 
became  famous.  One  of  these  men  was  J.J.  Outerbridge  who  built  one  of  the 
best  barques  in  Bermuda  in  his  time.  Her  name  was  "Cedrene",  She  was  the 
largest  and  sleekest  and  most  modern  of  the  four  great  ships  built  by  J.J. 
Outerbridge  at  Shelly  Bay  during  the  19th  century.  The  first  ship  was  the 
"Sir  George  Seymour"  launched  in  1853.  Then  came  the  "Kohinoor"  in  1854, 
"Cedrene"  in  1862  and  finally  the  «Lady  Milne"  in  1864, 

The  "Seymour"  was  well  known  to  Bermudians  at  that  time  because  she  sailed 
out  of  Bermuda  ports  regularly.  The  "Cedrene"  and  "Lady  Milne"  were  not  so 
well  known  because  the  "Cedrene"  was  lost  on  her  maiden  voyage  and  the  "Lady 
Milne"  was  not  registered  in  Bermuda,  She  was  probably  built  for  a  customer 
who  sailed  her  abroad  after  her  completion. 

There  is  little  information  on  the  "Cedrene"  from  the  Bermuda  Register 
of  Shipping  or  from  other  local  sources.  All  they  know  is  her  tonnage,  rig, 
owners  and  builders.  If  this  ship  had  survived  she  would  have  been  the  loveliest 
three-masted  barque  which  was  ever  built,  and  J.J.  Outerbridge  would  have 
been  recognized  as  one  of  the  master  shipbuilders  of  all  time.  All  of  his  bar- 
ques were  outstanding,  they  had  some  things  that  made  them  stand  out  from  other 
merchant  barques  of  their  day. 

The  "Cedrene"  was  wrecked  off  the  Isle  of  Wight,  on  the  southern  coast  of 
Great  Britain. 

"Cedrene"  passed  the  Bishops  Light  at  10  p.m.  on  April  1st.  The  night  was 
fair  with  a  moderate  southwest  breeze.  Captain  Dill  left  the  ship  in  charge  of 
Mr.  Frith,  First  Mate,  who  had  the  usual  orders  to  call  the  Captain  if  needed. 
At  one  a.m.,  a  confused  Frith  came  to  the  Captain  to  report  a  dark  mass  ahead 
which  he  had  mistaken  for  a  dark  cloud.  The  skipper  ordered  the  ship  about. 
But  it  was  too  late,  "Cedrene"  hit  a  sandbank,  paid  off  again,  then  drifted 
helplessly  on  the  shore.  At  daylight  when  the  tide  was  out,  the  convicts  waded 
ashore.  There  was  no  loss  of  life.  Even  the  ship's  stores  were  saved. 

If  you  go  to  the  Isle  of  Wight  today  and  travel  to  the  church  which  looks  out  onto 
Bishops  Light,  you  can  still  smell  the  cedar  ship's  timbers  which  the  church 
was  made  of,  a  symbol  of  J.J.  Outerbridge' s  masterpiece,  a  token  of  beauty  that 
was  "Cedrene".

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HOW  TO  MEND  A  PUNCTURE  IN  A  TYRE 

First  you  must  get  a  puncture.  This  can  be  done  by  riding  over  a  nail  or  a 
porcupine.  The  wheel  with  the  puncture  must  be  taken  off  by  removing  the  two 
bolts  which  hold  it  in  place.  Then  once  you  have  taken  off  your  wheel  and  broken 
several  fingers  in  the  process,  you  must  take  out  the  tube.  This  is  the  most 
«fun",  part  of  the  whole  operation,  a  screwdriver  must  be  pried  under  the  tyre 
and  the  tyre  taken  off  by  a  lever  motion.  The  inner-tube  is  then  taken  out  of  the 
tyre  and  blown  up.  After  you  have  spent  2  hours  trying  to  blow  it  up,  you  realise 
that  you  can't  blow  it  up,  it  has  a  hole  in  it.  The  inner- tube  is  then  immersed 
in  a  bucket  of  water  and  a  stream  of  bubbles  comes  from  the  puncture.  A 
rubber  patch  is  put  over  the  puncture  and  the  wheel  is  put  back  onto  the  bike 
with  the  inner-tube  and  tyre.  Then,  you  have  to  buy  a  new  bike  since  a  wheel 
on  the  old  one  fell  off  when  you  forgot  to  replace  the*  bolts  and  you  crashed 
into  a  wall.

5  EASY  STEPS  TO  COOKING  A  CAKE 

Ingredients  for  a  Bathtub  Cake, 

1,322  lbs  of  flour 

50  qts  of  Vanilla  Extract 

1  Dorothy  Bathtub  cake  mix  (Giant  size) 

6,123  cups  of  milk 

1,200  cups  of  sugar 

15  barrels  of  salt 

Method 

1.  Empty  Dorothy  Bathtub  cake  mix,  into  one  large  size  bathtub. 

2.  Add  10  barrels  of  salt  and  3,061  1/2  cups  of  milk  slowly  while  you  stir  with  a 
broom. 

3.  Now  your  batter  should  be  of  the  consistency  of  concrete  cement  (partly  dry,) 
so  now  you  add  1200  cups  of  sugar,  and  take  a  jack  hammer  and  chip  batter 
to  a  fine  consistency. 

4.  Add  the  rest  of  your  milk  (3061  1/2  cups)  and  dump  in  your  flour  while  you 
stir  with  the  broom. 

5.  Now  you  should  have  a  beautiful  batter.  Now  comes  the  final  step.  Add  the  rest 
of  the  salt  (5  barrels)  and  the  50  quarts  of  vanilla  extract. 

Now  pour  gasoline  over  bathroom  and  step  out.  Move  away  from  house,  and 
throw  match  in  bathroom  window. 

This  will  start  a  fire.  Leave  burning,  for  48  hours,  and  then  call  in  the  Fire 
Brigade  to  put  out  fire.  Your  Bathtub  cake  should  now  be  a  nice  pitch  black,  and 
it  should  be  crisp. 

Also  it  should  melt  on  your  tongue  (with  the  use  of  a  Jack  -  Hammer).

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CEDRENE 


The  Cedrene  was  the  largest  and  most  modern  of  the  four  great  ships  built 
at  Shelly  Bay  by  my  great  great  grand  father  Joseph  J.  Outerbridge,  during 
the  19th  century.  There  were  four  great  ships  built  and  here  are  the  names. 
The  Sir  George  Seymour  in  1853,  then  the  Kohinoor  in  1854.  Then  the  Cedrene 
in  1862  after  came  Lady  Miline  1864, 

The  Seymour  was  well  known  to  Bermuda  because  she  kept  on  coming  back 
to  Bermuda,  but  the  Cedrene  and  Lady  Miline  were  not  known  to  Bermuda 
because  they  were  wrecked  on  their  maiden  voyage.  The  Kohinoor  was  a  fine 
boat  from  stern  to  bow. 

Then  a  long  time  later  came  the  Thermopyale  in  1868.  After  a  model  of  the 
Cedrene  was  given  to  my  grandfather  it  is  in  my  fathers  shop  the  smoke 
shop.
